Oil Output 


Increased 73 p.c. 
During 1948 


OTTAWA. — Output of crude 
petroleum in Canada during 
1948 was 73 -per cent, higher 
than in the previous year, -in- 
creasing from 6,893,000-to 11,- 
939,000 barrels, the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics reported. 


At the same time Canada imported 
11 per cent. more crude than in 1947, 
rising from 69,828,000 to 77,336,000 
barrels, During year 89,275,000 bar- 
rels of crude petroleum were receiv- 
ed at Canadian refineries as compar- 
ed-.with 76,721,000 the year before, 
for an ovetfall increase of 16.3 per 
cent, 

Output of refined petroleum pro- 
ducts was 11 per cent. higher, major 
increases coming from motor gaso- 
line, kerosene and fuel oils. The 
year’s aggregate production amount- 
ed to 80,969,000 barrels compared 
with 73,077,000 in 1947, 

Venezuela was the main source of 
Canada’s crude oil imports, account- 
ing for 37,567,000 as against 27,797,- 
000 in 1947, The United States was 
next with 32,071,000 compared with 
38,909,000. Arabia which had not ex- 
ported any oil to Canada in 1947 
sent 3,643,000 barrels! to the Domin- 
ion last year, Other imports: Trini- 
dad 2,537,000; Iran 485,000; Mexico 
213,322. 


Tern, Likeable 
Little Bird, 
Face Extinction 


NEW YORK.—The tern a likeable 
little bird, is dying out along the At- 
lantic seaboard. 

The reason: Too many _ people, 
They tranrp all over the islands 
where the tern likes to live. And if 
there’s one thing the tern likes it’s 
a nice quiet home-life, 

Pretty soon, unless something is 
done about it the tern will be as ex- 
tinct as the dodo. That’s why the 

' American Museum of Natural His- 
tory is trying to get its hands on 
17-acre Great Gull Island, in Long 
Island Sound: 

Dr. Richard H. Pough, the mu- 
seum’s curator of conservation, says 
the idea would be to make the island 
an exclusive happy breeding ground. 
Abandoned. gun emplacements of the 
old army fort there would be a van- 
tage point to. study the tern’s' habits. 

“Terns must nest on bare ground 
and in-a place protected from foxes, 
skunks dogs and men,” says Dr. 
Pough, ‘Above all they mustn’t. be 
disturbed, 

“The tern is dying out because its 
home-life has been disturbed. Picnic 
crowds scare terns from their eggs 
and hot’ summer sun kills the em- 
bryos.” ’ 

Exclude Man 


If the museum ‘has its way a man 
will be stationed on Great Gull Is- 
land to wave picnic parties off. Even 
official visitors will be shushed. 

Tern-watching is a fascinating job, 
says Dr. Pough. They’re pretty birds 
that look something like small gulls, 
but they’re much more discriminat- 
ing in what they eat, and much more 
attentive to personal tidiness. And 
what about sex? 

Well, says Dr. Pough, a tern can’t 
tell just by looking, any more than 
you or I can. 

They just watch each other closely 
until one or the other reveals male 
or female characteristics.. If a-tern 
acts like a female, they seem to ac- 
cept that verdict. A male tern pecks 
another tern. If he gets pecked 
back, he figures he has pecked a 
male. He looks:further for a female. 

But once that confusion has been 
cleared up, the tern family‘ gets on 
beautifully, Dr. Pough says. The 

' maie never returns to. the nest with- 
out some little present for the fe- 
male, And she always seems pleased 
and surprised, ‘

“The Rise In 
The Birth Rate. 


“The past decade has seen a spec- 
tacular increase in births in Can- 
ada,” says the current Monthly Re- 
view of The Bank of Nova Scotia. 
“In 1947, the peak year, 63 per cent. 
more babies were born than in 1937, 


tthe low year preceding the war. The 


very high birth rates. followed, as is 
usual, high marriage rates, which in 
turn resulted from a number of fac- 
tors including a large proportion. of 
young people of marriageable age in 
the population, a high level of eco- 
nomic activity, and the departure 
and return of large numbers of 
young men because of the war.” 

“A gimilar development occurred 
in many other countries, but the in- 
crease in Canada has been among 
the largest. The birth rate in Can- 
ada in 1947 was 28.6 for every 1,000 
of, ‘the population, compared with 
27.8 in Holland, 25.8 in the United 
States and 20.8 in the United King- 
dom. Re-inforced in the past two

sharp upturn in births has brought 
an increase in population much 
larger :than anything anticipated in 
recent times.” 

The Review discusses some of the 
important social and economic ef- 
fects of this recent acceleration of 
the rate of population growth. High 
marriage, birth snd = immigration 
rates have, for instance, been a ma- 
jor factor in the housing shortage. 
The effects of the abnormally large 
number of infants in the population 
are abundantly evident. For in- 
stance, pressure on supplies of in- 
fants’ and children’s ‘clothing was a 
constant feature of the wartime tex- 
tile situation and continued into the 
postwar. .The inadequacy of educa- 
tional facilities for the larger school 
population is‘widely apparent. This 
is due, of course, in part to the large 
backlog of building postponed dur- 
ing the depression. and the war and 
to population shifts. So far, the di- 
rect pressure resulting from the 
heavy birth rates of recent years is 
on nursery schools, kindergartens 
and the early classes of grade school. 
In a few. years’ time it will be felt 
at the higher levels. While it is true 
that -this poses problems for munici- 
palities and* other governments, ‘par- 
ticularly in newer residential areas, 
the building of new schools is a sig- 
nificant factor sustaining capital’ in- 
vestment expenditure at a high level. 

Nor will the effects of the excep- 
tionally large number of. children

Evidence Of Prosperity

growing, providing increasing demands for gur products on this continent, 
in cultivating more extensive markets

importance to us at this time and, any adjustments in the: present economic 
barriers between nations, making possible more freedom of movement for 
the products of our farms and factories would be of advantage to us and 
to those who have need of the things we produce.

Maximum Of 
Wheat Acreage 
To Be Sown © 


—RYE, FLAX DOWN 


WINNIPEG.—Western farmers 
will be putting mazimum ‘pos- 
sible acreage to wheat this year. 
But odds are against a high crop 
yield. Heavy wheat plantings 
are encouraged by increased 
guaranteed basic price of $1.75 
a bu. (20c more than last year) 
in this final year of the present 
marketing plan. 


Two conditions operate against 


‘}chances of a high yield: there is a 


serious deficiency of subsofl moisture 
in most of the grain-growing areas; 
there’s a heavy infestation of grass- 
hopper eggs. 

Both difficulties can be overcome 
by the right weather sequence— 
warm days to hatch the eggs; fol- 
lowed by wet, cold (even freezing) 
weather. 

Normally, about 40 million acres 
go to grain production. Last year 
23 million acres was put to. wheat; 
714 millions to oats; 6 millions to 
barley; about 2 millions each to rye 
and flax. 

Expectation this year is for 27 
million acres in wheat—or 17 per 
cent. more than last year, with per- 
haps three millions transferred from 
other crops, one million from’ sum- 
mer fallow. 

While floor prices this year for 
oats and barley are considered reas- 
onably good, they’re not attractive 
enough to persuade many farmers to 
prefer them to wheat. 

Flax. production is discouraged 
since price is no longer -guaranteed; 
rye because extravagantly high 


prices which prevailed for a while 
have disappeared. . .

ALBERTA CHAMPIONS—Grand Champion Shorthorn bull at Edmonton Spring Show was shovin by Walter 


ght, reserve champion Shorthorn bull, shown by John Hennig, 


Coutts, Alberta, Growing In 
Importance As Port Of Entry 


COUTTS, Alta. — The 
stream through this small Canadian 
town on the United States border is 
turning into a flood. 

Customs officials haven't seen any- 
thing like it. 

Increased development of Alberta 
oi] fields has sent mammoth truck 
convoys of machinery and drilling 
equipment flowing through the pri- 
mary port of entry to Alberta from 
the United States. The U.S. demand 
for Alberta sheep and cattle and 
other produce also has kept the rear 
door open much of the time. 

“But this is only one phase of the 
busy life of the 15 customs men and 
five immigration officers. 

An average of nine automobiles 
carrying Canadian passengers were 
cleared every hour at Coutts during 
1948. Almost 56,000 autos pabsed 
through the post in the one year. 

With present facilities inadequate, 
officials have had to take over an 
old warehouse and part of a C.P.R. 
office for additional office space. 

Recognizing the growing impor- 
tance of Coutts as a port of entry, 
the federal government already has 
appropriated $140,000 for a new cus- 
toms and immigration terminal.
